A Ph « a#* n t Ru n !• No t a Bran ch o f 
th a F'o u ltry Bu ain o ts. 
“ A Plain American 1 n England." by 
Charles T. 
Whitefleld. 
is a 
highly 
hmusing diatribe on the gentle art of 
British entertainment. 
It appears in 
the Am erican Magazine, and in the 
course of some descriptions of English 
customs the author relates the follow­ 
ing incident, 
which 
happened at a 
pheasant run: 
“ A friend for whom I have n great 
Admiration took me to see a pheasant j 
run. 
The place looked just like a big; 
chicken yard such as we Imve at home i 
There were hundreds of the birds feed j 
ing on scraps and grain thrown to; 
them by tke keeper. 
I bad seen strings j 
of those birdk hanging up in the m ar­ 
ket» for sale at low prices, had bought | 
their eggs in the swell restaurants at I 
high prices, and 1 naturally supposed! 
that this trade was conducted like any ! 
other branch of the poultry business. 
When you have been in England a 
short time you realize that you must 
approach the subject of trade or busi­ 
ness with some delicacy, but I longed 
to know the modus operand I of poultry 
packing among the swells. 
I wonder-, 
i*d If they could teach our Chicago] 
stockyards anything. 
So I asked the I 
keeper in my broadest English: 
*’ How <lo you collect and ship thes# 
birds?’ 
“ ’Collect ’em, sir?* 
*’ ‘Yes.’ I said, ’how do you kill them 
and get them to market?* 
‘“ W e don’t kill ’em. 
W o send in 
beaters and shoot ’em. It's great sport, 
sir!' 
“ That seemed to me a disgusting 
pro position—to boat a flock of tome 
harmless pets to death and shoot them 
besides 
ar«* I remonstrate: 
‘“ W hy d'in’t you simply wring their 
necks with n quick tw ist of the wrist, 
insuring a rapid and painless death, 
and then'— 
“ But my friend grasped me violently 
by the arm and drew men abruptly 
away. 
I felt badly about It. because 
fids good and valuable host said If 
would be at least twenty years before 
he could look that gamekeeper in the 
face with tranquillity."
